Most fires are due to 
carelessness, or are at least preventable by a little cau­ 
tion. It is for the purpose of impressing on the people 
tho rccessity of keeping their premises clean and ex- 
amining their flues and other possible fire menaces and 
giving the entire question some thought that this week 
is iesignated. With a little more care the people of the 
United States could save millions annually in the way of 
fi»-e losses and insurance rates.

Wall papers did not begin to come 
Into this country until' the second 
quarter qt the Eighteenth century. 
Even then they were specially ordered 
by the Individual householders from 
their dealers In London and Paris, 
rather, than carried from the general 
retail trade. Thomas Hancock, for In­ 
stance, ordered In 1737, a specially 
made paper from his stationer. Thomas 
Bowe cf London, and in his letter giv­ 
ing the order speaks of another paper 
aiaiHariy Imported by a friend of his 
three or four years earlier. By 1745, 
however, wall paper was in retail 
stock here, Charles Hargrave of Phil­ 
adelphia advertising ft in that year 
But certainly It was not in general use 
until 1750. 
By that time it bed be 
come enormously popular and a host 
of merchants in all the larger towns 
were advertising new importations 
with the arrival of every ship.—Phyl­ 
lis Ackerman In Aits and Decorations.
